This report, containing analyses of various 
aggregations of fall 1974 higher education enrollment data, 
coapleaents the already-published "Fall Enrollment in Higher 
Educationr 1974 — Basic Tables," which consists cf computer-generated 
tabulations of data coaplled by level and ccntrcl of ins'titution, 
state, and individual institution* Tabulations are based on the "new 
method" of aggregating branches of Hulticampus institutions; ioe*, 
inclusion of those branches with institutions of the same level 
rathet than with their parent institutions. Sections of the report 
provide data on: control and level cf instituticnsr sex of student; 
attendance status; full-time-equivalent enrollment; level of ' 
enrollment: and first-time students. Appended are descriptions of the 
survey background, the trad::.tional sethod of aggregating branches; 
and the survey report fora "itself , with instructions, a-nd 
definitions.

This report, containing analyses oi" various aggregations of fall 1974 higl\er 
education enrollmeni data, complements the already published Fall Enrollment in 
Higher Education, 1974-Basic Tables, which consists of computer-generated 
tabulations of data compiled by level and control of institution, State, and 
individual institution. Tabulations are based on the **new method" of aggregating 
branches of multicampus institutions; that is, inclusion of those branches with 
institutions of the same level rather than with their parent institutions.

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INTRODUCTION 



Enrollment in institutiun:^ uf higher education lub 
been increasing, although somewhat irregularly, for 
more than two decade^.' College ciuollnieui cxpet 
tenced its greatest rate wf growth in the early and 
mid-sixties. The rate v>f grovvth began to moderate 
somewhat in the lattei pa'it of thai decade, and showed 
strong sjgrii of levehng ufl, diiTunislniig to or4l> 3,0 
percent in fall 1972. However, this treiuF line changed 
direction ui 197J, when higliei education enroUnieiit 
increased by 4.3 percent and sliowed an even sharper 
upturn ill 1974, when the increase was 6.5 j^rceat. 

Control and level of institutions 

Higher education cnrv^llmcitt, followuig a pcuud of 
"ups and downi" during the TMO's, has increased 
annually ^nce fall 1^>52. Since then, also, the 
proportion of students enrolie'd in public colleges and 
universities has grown- steadily every year, *froni 51.8 
percent in 1952^ to 78.0 percent in 1974. 



At the university level, tJie overall enrollment gain 
fur fall 1974 was 2 7 percent, resulting from tlie 
combined increases in public (2.8 percent) and private 
(2.4 percent) universities Other 4-year institutions 
gained 3.9 percent in fall 1974, an improvement over 
the 3.3-percent gam in fal! 1973. In 1973, private other 
4>cdr institutions had experienced a smaller gainlhan 
public other 4 year institutions (2.6 percent versus 3.7 
percent). In 1974, theii relative positions remained 
about the same, with enrollment at public other 4-year 
colleges increasing by 4.5 percent and at private other 
4-year institutions, 2.9 percent. 

As usual, 2-year institutions, in both 1973 and 
1974, experienced the greatest growth in enr.oUmcnt, 
and public 2 year colleges showed much greater enroll- 
ment growth than their private counterparts. In point 
of fact, private 2-year colleges actually lost enrollment 
m 1974. (See table 1.)

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Sex of Students 

Continuing the «rc» J since 1^)71, enrollment of 
women students in institutions of higher education 
showed a greater increase than that of men students, 
not only in percentage terms (this has occurred ever/ 
year for more than a decade) but also in actual 



numbers. In fall 1974. female enrollment in all 
institutions of higher education increased by 8.7 
percent, male, by 4.7 percent. (See table 2.) In 1974, 
women comprised 45.3 percent of total enrollment m 
institutions of higher education, in 1973, 44.2 percent, 
and in 1972, 43.3 percent.

In fall 1973 and in fall 19''4, men and woinen botli 
showed considerably greater ei4rollment increase^ tn 
public thaii in private instituliuns. (See table 2.) 
Female enrollment increased b> 10.0 percent in public 
institutions in 19''4, following a "i^.l percent increase in 
1973. Male enrollment' in public institutions also 
showe(" a greater increase in 1974 (5.7 percent) than in 



1973 (3.4 percent), tlie percentage gains were barely 
more than half those for women for those years. It is 
nttcrestmg to note that the proportion of enrollment in 
public institutions accounted fur b> women in 1974 
was 45.8 percent, ahglitly higher than for all institu- 
tions.

In private institulionb, which cnruH substantial!)

1974. 

Within the public sector, m both 1973 and 1974. 
enrollment of women increased more rapidl> than that 
of men in all levels of institutions. Tlie greatest 
proportional dispant> between rates of increase fui 
men and women students occurred at the umversjt> 
level, but the greatest rates of incijjaac lur both men 
and 'women-were in ihe 2-year institutions. (See fig- 
ure E and table 2.) 

Private institutions, while on a considerabJ> nu)ie 
modest scale, experienced the same general diffeiencCb 
in rates of increase between men and ^i>nien students

ill fall 1974. Among all private institutions, enrollment 
of men students increased by 1.3 percent, in contrast 
to a gain of onl> 0.3 percent in 1973. Meanwhile, the 
relative increase in female enrollment in fall 1974 was 
the Same as in 1973-4.2 percent. At the university 
level, male enrollment rose by only 0.3 percent-a 
considerable improvement, however, over the 2.4- 
percent decrease of the preceding year. On the other 
hand, enrollment of women sli^vwed some improve* 
nient in I97'4 over 1973~gaining 5.9 percent in the 
latter year, against 4.2 percent ni the former. Inotlier 
4'year institutions, enrollment of botli sexes increased 
at a slightly greater rate than in 1973 (see table 2). In 
pnvate 2-yeai institutions, enrollment for botli groups 
declined in 1974. after posting gams in 1973. Men had 
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increased by 1.3 percent in 1973, and decreased by 0,2 1.2 percent, following a gain of 7.9 percent in 1973 
percent in 1974. For women the decrease in 1974 was (see table 2).

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Attendance Status 

As'in fall 1073, enrollment of parMime students in 
fall 1974 increased at a rate more than four times that 
for full-time students. 

In 1974, full-time enrollment in public institutions 
increased by 3.4 percent, with rncdest gains in uni* 
versities (2.0 percent) and other 4-year institutions (2.4 
percent after a gain of only 0.3 percent the previous 
year), and a more substantial gain at public 2-year 
colleges (6.2 percent). At private institutions, full-time 



enrollment increased by only 1.8 percent in fall 1974, 
following a very slight increase of (13 percent in 1973. 
In universities, the 1974 enrollment increase was 2.4 
percent, and somewhat less (1.8 percent) in other 
4-year institufions. In contrast, private 2-year institu- 
tions showed a loss *of full-time enrollment of 1.7 
percent. 

Meanwliile, part-time enrollmejii continued to 
advance at an even greater pace than ever. At public 
institutions, the overall rate of increase for part-time 
sluJents in fall 1974 was 14.5 percent, against 9.0

late than ni fall 1973 except for universitie. , where 
the rate of mciease was 2,5 percent in 1974, following 
a loss of 3,1 percent in 1973, The rate of increase at 
other 4 year institulions declined from 8.0 percent in 
1973 to 6,0 percent in 1974, the decline was much 
sharper in pnvate 2 year institutions, from 14.5 per- 
cent in 1973 to oiMy 2.5 percent in 1974", but the 
number of students involved was not very Iqrge (see 
table 3).

Tins compares with a '>.5 
percent gam in headciiunt cniollnient in 1974, aIucIi 
was also about uiie-and-a-hall t«mcs as Miuch as the 
4.3-percent gam in 1973 !ii public nstituuwns, the 
rale of growth ol Uill-time-equivalent enrollniem in 
lv74 was- 5.3 percent, in piivaie institutiuns, 2.1 
percent. 

In iCcent years, cniioUnient nf pait-timi* students ha^ 
been increasing at a much greater rate than thai oi 
full-time students. Quite naturally, the rate of growth 
in enrollment expressed in terms ol full-time cqui 
valenti taPs .M)inewheie between the separate rates i*i 
growth ot tuU-tinie and part-time enrollment Inas- 
much as ^ull-tiine students still unishtiite a much larger 



portion ol total enrollment Mian do part-time, the rate 
growth tor <ull-time-equivilent enrollment :s closer to 
the somewhat modeiatr rato of gr.nvth for full-time stu- 
dents tlun the nK)re spectacular rate of growth for part- 
t.me students (see table 4). Because enrollment of 
pa*t time students has been increasing al a much gre'it^r 
rate than.tliat of full time students, the proportion cf the 
total accounted for by the laUer is diminishing rapidly. 

The relative increase in growth rate uf part-time 
nule enrollments compared wjth lull time males is 
greater than the relative growth in the number of part- 
time iciuale iti'dents compared with full time females, 
which tends to diminish the rate of growth of 
the lull time -equivalent enrolli.ient of men relative to 
that i>f Wiimeii. Tlierelore, althougli the rate of growth 
of ttilal he,idcount ciiri.limenl lor women was less than 
twice the ii>mpjrable rate lor men in 1974 (8.7 
j>erccnt verstis 4 peucni a ratio of 1 85). the rate of

Level of Enrollment 

Ehrollment of students in programs Ic^ading tu a 
bachelor's or higher degree, or creditable toward a 
bachelor's degree, increased b> 5.9 percent in 1974. 
almost double the 3.1 percent rate of iL^reasem 19*]'3. 
For public instituUons, the !974 rate of mcrease was 
7.0 percent, for private mstitutions, 2.7 percent. For 
universities, rate of mcrease was up substantially in 
1974 ft6m the rate of the previous >ear from 0.5 
percent to 2.8 percent. Fur other 4->ear msntutions, 
the rate of increase advanced slightl> froni a gain of 3.2 
percent in J 973 to »i_gmn of 3.9 peicent*^in 1974. The 
rate of increase m 2 >ear institutions more than 
doubled from 1973 to 1974 - from 6.8 percent to 13.9 
l^rceat. 

For* part time students, the rate of increase lu 
bachelor^s-degpree-credit or higlier programs was more 
than 5 ti'm*es* Ihe rate of increase for full time 
students 13.0 percent versus 2.4*perweni. The rate of 
increase for jivomen was twice that for men 8.2 
percent versus 4.1 percent. The rale of mcrease tur 
students In undergraduate programs /wa^ 4.4 perv^enl in 
1974 not partkularl) impres^iyc ' but ».onsiderabl> 
greater than the gain of only 0,^ percent iii 1973. For 
undergraduate men. tL. 1974 gam was 3.0 percent, 
following a 0.3 percent loss m 19''3. The ^ate of 
increase in the enrollment of women undergraduate^ 
was 6.2 percent m \9'J\. more tharrthnc^ \lie gain m 
1973 (2.0 percent). The 1974 rate of mcrease for 
women undergraduates wa5 dUo more ihar* double the 
rate for men. 



The number of students reported as "unclassified** 
continued to increase at a very rapid rate in 1974, but 
a little less spectacularly than in 1973. Rates of 
mcrease for men and women (somewhat surprismgly) 
were just about the same in 1974 (see table 5). The 
sharp mcrease m **unclassitled" students can be 
attributed largely to the popularity of courses for 
personal enrichment or career advancement. 

The rate of increase in enrollment m first- 
professional degree programs was greater than the^ 
overall mcrease in enrollment (7.6 percent versus 6.5 
percent). The rate of mcrease for men students rose 
from 1.6 percent in 1973 to 4.4 in 1974, while that for 
women decelerated sliarply -from a very spectacular 
40-7 percent in 1973 to a merely spectacular 26.0 
percent m 1974. In considering the relative rates oC 
mcrease fur men and women in these first-professional 
degree programs, it might at first seem that the 
enrollment of women must soon overtake that for 
men. Examination of the numbers of men and women 
students, however, reveals that this will not be the case,» 
since of 238,066 students m these programs m 1974, 
men numbered 196,061 or .82.4 percent of the total. 
The mcrease m the number of men, 8,174, was almost 
as great as the increase in the number of women, 
8,633. The fact that women's enrollment gains are 
^.ompared with a much sm'^ller enrollment base, of 
course, explams the much greater percentage increase. 
In 1973, when the rate of incr».ase for women was 40.7 
percent, compared with only 1.6 percent for men, the 
increase in the number women was **only" 3 times 
that of men (9,653 versus 2,918).

tions showed a gain of 1 1 ,8 percent in 1974 but private 
institutions had a loss of 4.2 percent following an 
unusually large' increase of 39.1 percent in 1973.

1973, followed with a some\^at smaller loss of 4.5 
percent in 1974. Other 4-year institutions sJiowed a 
slightly higlier rate of increase (9.8 percent) in 1974 
over their increa^^e in 1973-8.4 percent. As might be 
expected, 2-year institutioiis had the greatest raie of 
increase (11.2 percent), but this was down from the 
1973 increase (15.2 percent). Enrollment of women 
increased ^\oxe than that for men (13.2 percent 
compared willi 9.1 percent), but both rates were down 
from 1973. As usual, pait-tmie students increased 
faster diW full-time, buj while die rate of increase < 
grew from 10.0 percent in 1973 to l2. 2 percent in 

1974, the rate of increase for full-time students was 
reduced b> more than half from 19.5 percent in 1973 
io9.5 percent in 1974.

SURVEY BACKGROUND 



Survey Population 

The Education Directory, 1974-75: Higher Ednca 
(ion (NC^S Publication No. 75-1 19) was the source for 
the list of institutions included in the surve> on which 
this report is based. 

Institutions of higher education included in this 
report are classified as 2-year or 4-year institutions, 
with universities as a separate subclassification uf the 
latter. The 4-year institutions are those that offer 
programs extendng at least 4 yea^s be>ond high 
school. They comprise all institutions that g:ant 
bachelor's or higher degrees or some recognition 
equivalent to such degrees: e.g., ecclesiastical lecogni- 



tioM in theological institutions. Tliey may also offer 
organized occupational programs of less tJian 4 years 
thai result m an associate degree or som*e""other 
recognition of completion such as a certificate or 
diploma. Universities die those institutions that place 
considerable emphasis on graduate instruction (they 
confer advanced degrees well as bachelor's degrees in 
a variet> of liberal-arts fields) and have at least two 
professional schools that are not exclusively 
technological.

Aggregation of Branches in Tabulations 

To achieve maximum comprehension of the diffei 
ences between the traditional method of aggregation 
and the cmrent method, institutional units that have 
changed thej classification in the new system of 
aggregation liave been made easily dentifiable. Six 
separately identifiable classifications of institutional 
units have replaced the former three.

For the convenience of the reader as well as for ease 
m statistical tabulation, totals have not been rounded 
but are given as they were obtained by simple 
addition of the figures for individual institutions. 71ns 
di)es not imply that totals and subtotals are accurate to 
the last digit. It was believed, however, that the data 
couid be moie conveniently used if the mjuy jiuhtijtals 
obtained m the analysis were reported in such a way 
lliat they would add e?.a tly to the totals. Also, in view 
of the caie with wh^ch the data were compiled by 
respondents and reviewed by the Nation il Center for 
Lducatioii Statistics, il seemed apprtipnate that the 
totais reflect the individual reports.
